We are strongly of opinion that im_ 
medinte steym shunld be taken to improve 
thé-refuge at Causeway Bay, half of which 
at the present time is practica'ly useless 
owing to silt, We think that, on this 
heing doné, it will provide shelter for the 
greater part, if not the whole, of the 
smaller craft enployed in the Harbour. 

Should the Government, however, be 
dsfivitely committed to the Mongkoktsui 
scheme we rely on your Chember to 
advocate that they adopt a scheme on the 
lines laid-down in our memorandum, by 
which the cost—but not necessarily the 
work—is ‘spread ovor a term of years, and 
will thus fall less heavily on those who 
have to contribute to the cost of the 
works, a policy which is usually adopted 
hy port trusts and cities borrowing money 
for permanent improvements. -,. 

With reference to tho Colonial Secretary's 
reply to our enquiry regarding the m- 
creasod fees on cargo boats, lighters and 
water boats, we are surprised to learn. that 
‘the’ inérease was made in the interest of 
general revenue, on the ground that such 
fees were. considered to below. We xre 
of the opinion that fees derived from such 
a source should be dovoted to the up-keep 
of the various branches of the Harbour 
Department ; and that any surpus should 
be applied to works such as the dradging 
of Causeway Bay or the erection of a 
typhoon shelter.

THE SUPPRESSION OF OPIUM

It appears that the present restrictions 
on opium-smoking aye causing some irrita- 
tion among the people of Canton. At any 
rate the police have been petitioning the 
highor officials to relax some of the riore 
stringent of the rules, and saying that, 
unless this is done, there will be insub- 
ordination, and trouble.
